WASHINGTON, ’Feb. 2.—Approv- 
ing a resolution by Senator Borah 
of Idaho, the Senate today called 
on the Federal Trade Commission 
for a report on the practices of the 
steel industry under the NRA steel 
code. The Borah resolution spe- 
cifically asked the commission to 
investigate whether there has been 
price fixing under the code. 

The resolution also instructed the 
commission to report to the Senate 
whether there had been increases 
of gasoline prices under the trade 
agreements supervised by Oil Ad- 
ministrator Ickes and to explain 
what the price increases meant to 
the American people. Both reports 
are to be made “as soon as prac- 
ticable.” 

The commission’s steel cent is 
expected to be along the same line 
as its confidential report to the 
President about two weeks ago. 
This report has not been made pub- 
lic but it is understood to have 
charged that the steel industry, act- 
ing under its code, has fixed prices 
by a modification ‘of the outlawed 

“Pittsburgh plus” plan. 

Senator Borah said off the floor 
that after the Commission had re- 
ported on the steel and oil indus-- 
tries he would introduce a resolu- 
tion asking it to report on practices

Ickes Charges Attempt te Turn 
Publishers Against Oil Agency.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2. — Secre- 
tary of Interior Ickes, the oil ad- 
ministrator, said in a statement to- 
day a confidential bulletin 
‘written by the advertising agent 
of the Standard Oil Co. of New Jer- 
had been sent to newspaper 
and was designed “to 
antagonize” them against the Oil 
Administration. Ickes termed the 
bulletin “erroneous, purposely mis- 
leading and ridiculous.” 

The bulletin, said to have been 
circulated to all members of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association, was said to have indi- 
cated the Government was attempt- 
ing to penalize the larger oil com- 
panies ene. they spend money 
or advertising.” 

“The bulletin stated,” an Interior 
Department statement accompany- 
ing the comment said, “that the 
Government had requested the 
larger companies to increase their 
gasoline prices in the District of 
Columbia %-cent a gallon above 
the price of the product of rela- 
tively unknown companies. The 
fact is that no such request was 
ever made by the Government , 

“Small dealers in Washington did 
Propose a slight differential in their 
favor because of the better facilities 
and other competitive advantages 
enjoyed by the larger operators, but 
the whole matter was one for agree- 
ment between the large and small 
companies.”

BE HARD BOILED WIT 
POLTICANS SAYS FD.R 


Gives Advice to State Leaders 
at Emergency Council 
Meeting.

ey WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt today told state di- 
rectors of the National Emergeney 
Council to be “hard-boiled” in keep- 
ing politics out of the recovery cam- 
paign. 

“You will have the backing of 

this administration,” he declared, 
“if you have to hit the biggest po- 
litical boss in the state on the head. 
“Be hard-boiled if you find any 
little individmal trying to take po- 
litical advantage out of relief for 
human needs.” 
The President, addressin gthe di- 
rectors assembled in ‘his office 
Frank C. Walker, chairman of the 
council, spoke optimistically of the 
national situation. 

“We are all, with some minor ex- 
ceptions, behind this broad pro- 
gram,’ he said, “because we feel it 
has done some good and that by 
and large it is working out pretty 
well.” 

The President recalled a report 
to him yesterday by a_ railroad 
president showing improvement in 
the hauling of every commodity and 
he said this was reported because 
it showed recovery applying “to all 
groups.” 

The President warned the direc- 
tors to bar special privileges or spe- 
cial favors and to treat all persons 
alike, 

The President described the pur- 
pose of the National Emergency 
Council as one of co-ordination of 
recovery activities and likewise de- 
centralization through the State di- 
rectors. 


CWA TO ASSIST 100,000 
NEEDY STUDENTS IN COLLEGE 


$5,000,000 to $7,000,000 Being Set 
Aside for Aid by Means of 
Part-Time Jobs. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Harry 
L. Hopkins, Administrator of Fed- 
eral Relief and the Civil Works, an- 
nounced today that from $5,000,000 
to $7,000,000 was being set aside to 
help needy students in colleges 
throughout the country by means 
of part-time jobs, paying $10 to $20 


‘a month. About 100,000 young men 


and women will be affected. 

Not: more than 10 per cent of the 
students of any college or univer- 
sity may’be assisted in this way. 
He said colleges eligible must be 
non-profit making. 

Hopkins said the plan was a na- 
tion-wide application of some of the 
principles developed and was tested 
at the University of Minnesota dur- 
ing the last semester. 

About three-fourths of the stu- 
dents to be helped, Hopkins said, 
would have been dropped at the 
end of the first semester for finan- 
cial reasons, and about one-fourth 
are new students who otherwise 
would be unable to enter. 


FEDERAL DEFICIT TOTALS 
$1,922,000,000 IN 7 MONTHS 


Cash Outlay $3,602,000,000; Budget 

Calls for Further Expenditure 

of $7,454,000,000 This Year. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2. — The 
Government ended seven months of 
the fiscal year with a cash outlay 
of $3,602,449,624 and a deficit of 
$1,922,598,173. © 

This leaves $7,454,829,000 for 
spending between now and June 30 
to fulfill President Roosevelt's bud- 
get estimates that Government out- 
lays this year will exceed $11,000,- 
000,000. 

The figures of the Government’s 
financial condition at the close of 
January were accompanied by 
Treasury assurances that it planned 
to meet cash needs by borrowing 
rather than by spending any of its 


huge gold profit on routine ex- 
penses.

that Walter E. Garton, on trial be- 


fore Judge J. V. Gaddy for murder 
in connection with the lynching’ 
Nov. 28 of Lioyd Warner, told him, 
only a few minutes after the hang- 
ing and burning of the Negro, of 
the promfHent part he had taken in 
the affair. , 

McGinnis, a former Western 
League umpire, said that Garton, a 
World War, veteran, stopped him 
about half a block from the lynch- 
ing scene and told him he had been 
in the front line trenches during 
the World War and he had been 
in the front line trenches again 
that night. 

“He told me how he had had his 
hands on the Negro,” McGinnis 
said. 

In cross-examination, defense at- 
torneys asked McGinnis why he 
didn’t take steps to prevent the 
lynching. 

“A fat chance I'd have had,” he 
answered. 

Once during the cross-examina~ 
tion he declared he had suggested 
that the “kibitizers” move away so. 
officers would have an opportunity 
to stop the work of the real mob 
leaders. He said he did not arrest 
made the ad- 
| to him because he had no 
orders to that effect. 

Richard Raymond, a 20-year-old 
mergber of the Thirty-fifth Tank 
Com y called to the jail the night 
of’.the lynching, -declared he had 
not drawn his pistol when attacked 
by the crowd because he had been 
placed under orders not to shoot. 

Raymond, whose weight is not 
much more than 100 pounds, said 
he was knocked unconscious by 
members of the mob and his 45- 
caliber automatic pistol stolen from 
him. It has not been recovered. 

Defense efforts to shake the testi- 
mony of John Zook, also charged 
with murder in connection with the 
lynching, were without avail. Zook 
had testified yesterday that he had 
seen Garton in the mob, shouting 
that he had done his duty. 

“I saw Garton standing under 
the tree after the Negro was hung,” 
Zook said, “and I heard him holler 
that he was an ex-service man and 
had served his country and now he 
was serving the people.” 

Zook said he had seen Garton in- 
side the jail office just preceding 
the seizing of the Negro. 

On cross-examination Zook de- 
nied he took part in the lynching 
and said he had made no bargain 
with the State. 

Lieut. W. C. Barrow of the Thir- 
ty-fifth Tank Company, Missouri 
National Guard, which_was sent to 
the scene by Gov.: Park, testified 
two tanks were virtually wrecked 
by the mob. Sixteen guardsmen 
were injured. | 

Public reaction to the hanging of 
the kidnaper-killers of Brooke L. 
Hart at San Jose, Cal., was cited 
at the trial as a possible factor in 
the lynching of Warner. 

“This lynching occurred aimost 
immediately after that of two kid- 
napers at San Jose,” said William 
Orr Sawyers, Assistant Attorney- 
General directing the State’s case. 
“The California lynching might 
have played a part in that here.” 

He referred to the hanging of 
John Holmes and Thomas Thur- 
mond. Circuit Judge J. V. Caddy 
overruled a defense objection. 

Dr. Forrest Thomas, Coroner, tes- 
tified the body of Warner, who: was 
accused of assaulting a white gir], 
was so badly burned by the mob 
he was unable to ascertain whether 
death resulted from hanging, burn- 
ing or other methods. 

The State stressed the fact the 
lynching was so organized that 
newspapers assigned reporters and 
photographers to the scene hours 
before the lynching took place. 


LINER COLLIDES WITH WHALE

$250,000 ESTATE 
BUILT ON PENNIES 


Emily Smith’s Father Started 
Fortune Charging Persons to 
See English Garden Maze.

LONDON, Feb. 2.—Emily Smith, 
an old woman who lived alone in 
one of the lowliest districts of Pad- 
dington on the upper reaches of 
the Thames River, left a will which 
disclosed today an estate of more 
than $250,000. 

It all started from pennies. She 
was the daughter of a veteran of 
the Crimea who was in charge of 
the famous Garden Maze at Hamp- 
ton Court Palace, with the privi- 
lege of charging for admission. The 
charge was a penny, (normally two 
cents) and persons from London 
and the world over thronged to the 
palace every summer for the thrill 
of trying to find their way out of 
half a mile of passages formed by 
hedgerows planted in the days of 
Charles I. The last 10 years the 
Government has taken over the 
Maze—and likewise the pennies. 


CHANGES IN INCOME TAX 


and $30,000 Said to Be 
Too High.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—To make 
certain that the person whose an- 
nual income is between $10,000 and 
$30,000 does not have to pay more 
than his share, the Treasury has 
asked for more time to study the 
new tax bill. 

The request probably will delay 
completion of the bill by the Ways 
and Means Committee. The Treas- 
ury will submit a report within the 
next few days. it is understood the 
department believes that under the 
new rates—normal and surtax—in- 
comes. between $10,000 and $30,000 
will bear more of the burden in 
proportion to higher incomes. “he 
committee also has yet to consider 
some proposed changes in regard 
to credits to partnerships and to 
life insurance companics on annu- 
ities but the question is so unset- 
tled that committee members de- 
clined to make details public.

MOSCOW, Feb. 2.—Fully authen- 
ticated records said to show that 
the three young Russian balloon- 


ists killed after an ascent to the 
stratosphete had reached a height 
of 72,178 feet, or 13.67 miles, in- 
stead of 12.79 miles, as previously 
reported, were made public early 
today. 

The “figure was given in a pre- 
liminary report of the commission 
investigating the tragedy and was 
taken from records which survived 
the crash of:.the gondola in which 
the three met death. The bodies 
were brought to Moscow in red 
coffins last night for burial today. 

The, report by the commission 
said available evidence indicated 
the gondola had been torn away 
from the envelope while still in the 
air, dashing the steel spheroid to 
earth, killing its occupants. 

The time of the crash on Tues- 
day was judged to be 4:23 p. m., 
the hour at which ‘he hands on a 
watch worn by one of the men had 
stopped. The barograph had ceased 
to function two minutes earlier, at 
4:21.

Earlier reports had said the bal- 
loonists—Pavil Fedoseinko, Andrey 
Vasenko and Ilya Usyskin—began 
their descent at 11:59 >. m. 

“The last notation was made in 
the log at 4:10 p. m.,” said the re- 
port, “which time the commission 
considers was the beginning of the 
disaster.” 

What happened after that may 
never be known, but the commis- 
sion, on the basis of eye-witnesges’ 
testimony, placed the time of the 
crash “a number of minutes past 
4 o'clock,” definitely rejecting the 
testimony of one amateur radio op- 
erator who said he had picked up 
a message from the balloon saying 
ice was forming on the envelope 
and gondola. 

Cause of itadeten. 

“The cause of the disaster was 
excessive progressive acceleration 
in descent, evidently provoking a 
rupture of a portion of the guys at- 
taching the gondola to the en- 
velope and upsetting the whole 
equilibrium,” says the report. 

“The result was the gondola tore 
itself away from the envelope and 
dashed to earth. It was established 
that the crew perished as a result. 
of this shock. 

“No signs whatever were found 
of freezing in the envelope or gon- 
dola. All the notes remaining in- 
tact showed that during the entire 
flight until 4:10 p. m., the Strato- 
stat crew was in bright spirits and 
fully assured of a successful de- 
scent.” 

The commission, which is con- 
tinuing to study all available evi- 
dence, added that the log and tHe 
remnants of instruments surviving 
the crash “give possibility of as- 
certaining and profiting from the

Thousands Honor Balloonists. 

Thousands paid their last tribute 

today to the balloonists. Long lines 
of mourners filed slowly past the 
urns containing the ashes of the 
three aeronauts in a lofty hall of 
the Central Executive Committee 
House in Red Square. 
‘The three simple bronze urns 
rested in a row on red-draped bier. 
They were surrounded by white 
potted plants. Soldiers and sail- 
ors with fixed bayonets stood guard. 
A military band alternately played 
Chopin’s and the Revolutionary ‘u- 
neral march: 

A‘large photograph of each rest- 
ed on the floor beneath the urns. 
Behind that of Vasenko were two 
women, evidently close relatives. 

The public was allowed to throng 

the bier until mid-afternoon, 
after which Red Square was cleared 
of all traffic for a funeral service 
preceding interment in the Krem- 
lin wall. ~

Two Bank Runners Robbed of $130,- 
000 at Pennsgrove, N. d. 

PENNSGROVE, N. J., Feb. 2.— 
Four men stole $130,000 from two 
' bank employes today as they were 
entering the Pennsgrove National 
Bank with the money in three 
packages and a mail bag. 

The bank gong and fire siren 
were sounded and within five min- 
utes 50 automobiles carrying resi- 
dents of the town and vicinity start- 
ed in search of the robbers. Snow 
covered the roads, making travel 
difficult, and no trace of the car 
could be found. 

Shortly before 9 a. m. Harold An- 
derson, teller, and W. H. Wadding- 
ton, runner, walked to the postoffice 
and got the money. As _ they 
reached the sidewalk in front of the 
bank an automobile drove up und 
three men, all with pistols, got out, 
whit a fourth man stayed at the 
wheel of the car. The bags were 
seized and tossed into the back of 
the car, which quickly sped away.

Roosevelt’s devaluation plan re 
sulted in virtual abandonment of.

It had 
opened at $4.99%.

FLOW OF GOLD INTO 
U. S. IS EXPECTED 


London and Washington 
Have Equalization Funds; 
Currency War Would Be 
Costly, Says Morgenthau 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—A series 
of private money talks with Great 
Britain were indicated authorita- 
tively today to be either under way 
or about to begin; as officials here 
investigated actions in London and 
Paris to determine their own 
course. 

In the intricate European gov- 
ernmental high finance authorities 
saw possibilities that might deter- 
mine the future of President Roose- 
velt’s dollar program. Reactions 
abroad yesterday to the 40.96 per 
cent devaluation of the dollar and 

. the new high for gold were not con- 
sidered highly satisfactory here, 

High sources conceded the Roose- 
velt gold policy could be hampered 
by a French embargo on the export 
of gold which would eliminate this 
heavy source of the world ket 
supply and  simultaneousl act 
against the effect of America’s 
fixed $35 an ounce price. 

Officials watched particularly for 
movements that might affect the 
gold standard position of France, 
such as continued heavy drains of 
gold from Paris to London. 

France and Gold Standard. 

Although some persons here pre- 
dicted a heavy flow of gold into 
the United States because of the 
potential profit in foreign gold, 
the prices of which are considerably 
below this country’s $35, the belief 
was current in authoritative quar- 
ters that, if France should go off 
the gold standard, it would be be- 
cause of British rather than Amer- 
ican activity. 

Coupled with this opinion, how- 
‘ever, was the view that it would 
be to London’s benefit to have 
France on gold, that to keep the 
pound at around $5 it is necessary 
for London to draw on Paris for 
gold. 

Another alternative viewed as pos- 
sible here would be for Great Brit- 
ain to wield her huge equalization 
fund in the dollar market. 

Such action might mean a cur- 
rency war between Washington and 
London which Secretary Morgen- 
thau asserts would be “costly to 
both” countries. Officials neverthe- 
less predicted early use of this na- 
tion's $2,000,000,000 fund. 

Middle Ground Discussed. 

The middle and best ground, as 
some officials here gauged it, was 
an understanding on currencies. 
Discussions with London were 
viewed as the start of the move. 

Domestically, the administration 
was watching for commodity price 
response to the 59.06 per cent dol- 
lar and what Morgenthau called a 
“1934 model gold bullion standard.” 
Treasury experts confidently ex- 
pected the rise to come but said 
there was always a lag behind a 
rising gold price. 

RFC Gold Is Taken Over. 

The Trearury: yesterday took over 
the $131,000,000 of gold held by the 
Reconstruction Corporation.

Wall Street Looks for Gold Attrac- 
tion to Bring Dollar Down. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—The gold 

movement from abroad failed to 
keep the dollar from rising in terms 
of foreign currencies today but im- 
portant Wall Street banking quar- 
ters said they were convinced the 
high premium commanded by the 
dollar over the French gold franc 
and the sterling gold price in Lon- 
don would eventually attract 
enough gold to bring the dollar 
down to its new parity. 
Owing to limited number of fast 
steamer sailings, however, and .cau- 
tion on the part of New York 
banks, it was felt that the adjust- 
ment of foreign currencies to the 
new rates might take time. 

The London gold price in terms 
of the dollar came close to the 
Washington price of $35 an ounce, 
but the pound declined sharply in 
terms of the French gold franc, 
getting well under 77 francs for the 
first time in history. 

In terms of the dollar, the pound 
sterling at New York dropped more 
than seven cents to around $4.90, 
the lowest since November. 

The dollar weakened a little in 
Paris, momentarily, evidently re- 
flecting gold buying there, but the 
demand for dollarg soon became so 
large that the franc began to fall, 
and after the close in Paris, the 
franc reached 6.34 cents in New 
York, off .06 of a cent from yester- 
day, and contrasting with its new 
parity of 6.63 cents. 

Late in the day the franc was 
quoted at 6.30 cents, off .10 of a 
cent and 33. of a cent under its new 
parity with the dollar. This meant 
a premium for dollars of about 5 
per cent, or that $1 would buy $1.05 
in gold in Paris. 

Big New York banks were under- 
stood to be reluctant to plunge too 
heavily into the foreign gold mar- 
kets, fearing that it might bring 
them adverse publicity abroad. Nev- 
ertheless, many Wall street observ- 
ers were convinced that with the 
large profit offered by the premium 
on the dolar, gold would eventually 
come, 


PUBLISHERS OPPOSE PERMIT

Provision in Bill Would Hamper 
Newspaper Contract Carriers, 
Spokesmer Testify.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Opposi- 
tion to restrictive provisions in the 
proposed motor carrier regulation 
legislation that would hamper con- 
tract carriers utilized by newspa- 
pers was expressed before the 
House Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee today by spokesmen for the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association. 
They opposed specifically the 
bestowal on a Federal regulatory 
body of power to. limit permits to 
contract carriers, and the require- 
ment that such operators charge 
not less than the minimum rates in 
their field contracts with 30 days’ 
notice required for revision. 
R, A. Cooke, manager of the as- 
sociation’s traffic department, said 
“it is our belief that an attempt to 
control the supply of contract car- 
riers by permit form is not neces- 
sary in view of the limited char- 
acter of contract interstate opera- 
tion, much of which fs not in ac- 
tive competition with common car- 
riers, our own case being an ¢xcel- 
lent example.” 
He added that it was not fair 
when railroads are asking that the 
law be amended to prevent reduc- 
tions in charges on five days’ no- 
tice to require their “alleged com- 
petition” to give 30 days’. notice. 
Cooke. told the committee that a

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Grand Jury Finds ‘Gross 
ment” in Insurance Com- 
pany’s Affairs. 


The defunct Mississippi. Valley 
Life In: arance Co. is “hopelessly _in- 
solvent and heavy losses will prob- 
ably be sustained by the policy 
holders,” the December term grand 
jury asserted today in its final re- 
port to Circuit Judge Baron. 

The grand jury, which investi- 
gated the failure of the insurance 
company of its own volition, found 
that “these losses are primarly due 
to gross neglect and mismanage- 
‘ment .... by officers and direc- 
tors of the company, principally 
during the years 1930 and 1931.” 

The Grand Jury's Comment. 

The grand jury's comment on the 
affairs of the company follows: | 

“The grand jury has made, un- 
der the guidance and with the as- 
sistance of the Circuit Attorney, 
an extensive investigation into the 
affairs of the Mississippi Valley 
Life Insurance Co., an Illinois cor- 
poration doing business in Mis- 
souri, and its connected and affili- 
ated companies. We have devoted 
considerable time to this investiga- 
tion, which has been based upon 
complaints lodged with us by vari- 
ous policy holders, stockholders 
and creditors of the company. For 
some time past this company has 
been, and now is, in the hands of 
receivers appointed by the St. Louis 
Circuit Court. It appears that the 
company is hopelessly insolvent 
and that heavy losses will probably 
be sustained hy the policy holders. 

“We find that this condition and 
these losses are primarily due to 
gross neglect and mismanagement 
of its business and affairs by the 
officers and. directors of the com- 
pany, principally during the years 
1930 and 1931. , 

“While we do not feel justified, 
upon all the evidence produced, in 
returning indictments against any 
individuals, we feel it to be proper 
and our duty to suggest that the 
present situation could not have 
arisen if there had been proper and 
adequate supervision and control at 
the time over the affairs of these 
companies, and over their officers 
and directors, by the Insurance De- 
partment of this State and of the 
State of Illinois. 

Advocates Stricter Laws. 

“Although we are agreed that the 
derelictions disclosed by the evi- 
dence do not constitute violations of 
the criminal laws of this State, sub- 
ject to indictment as such, we earn- 
estly recommend that, to prevent 
the recurrence of such cases in the 
future, the present State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance in Missouri, 
who is one of the receivers of this 
company, prepare bills and under- 
take to secure their enactment at 
the next s:csion of the State Legis- 
lature providing for more adequate 
regulation of insurance companies 
incorporated or doing business in 
this State, with special reference to 
the merger or consolidation of such 
companies; to their capitalization; 
to the control, management and 
preservation of their assets and 
properties for the benefit of their 
policy holders; and the elimination 
or control of holding companies of 
such life insurance companies; and 
providing stringent criminal penal- 
ties for the violation of such laws.

Government. | 

The retaliatory measure, putting 
debt-defaulters on notice anew that 
the United States expects. payment 
of all war and post-war debts over- 
due, was approved and sent to the 
House without a record vote after 
administration leaders and Senator 
Johnson (Rep.), California, author 
of the proposal, agreed to modifying 
amendments, . 

The measure first was passed 


‘unanimously Jan, 11 with only a 


handful of Senators on the floor, 
but had been held up since by a 
motion to reconsider by Senator 
Robinson of Arkansas, the majority 
leader. Robinson worked out the 
amendments with the State Depart- 
ment and Johnson and pronounced 
the bill satisfatcory to the adminis- 
tration. 

As repassed, the bill provides pen- 
alties up to $10,000 and five years’ 
imprisonment for any person or cor- 
poration buying or selling any new 
securities or lending money to any 
foreign government or its subdivi- 
sion which is in default in whole or 
in part on its obligations to this 
Government. 

The amendments approved would 
exempt refunding issues replacing 
old ones and exclude countries in 
default only on private debts, such 
as certain South American repub- 
lics. , 

Another change exempted Amer- 
ican Government corporations from 
financial dealings with defaulters. 
This was incorporated so as not to 
conflict with the Treasury’s fund 
for stabilizing the dollar abroad. 

The bill was interpreted by its 
supporters as applying to about 18 
nations, including those which have 
made only small “token” payments, 
like Great Britain, as well as 
France and others which are in 
complete default. 

A report to the Senate this week 
by the Treasury showed the for- 
eign debtors had defaulted thus far 
on more than $300,000,000, exclusive 
of payments due on post-war obli- 
gations owed the United States. 

Sentiment in the House was said 
by Democratic leaders to be strong 
for the ~bill, 

Many of the war debt defaulters 
also have fallen behind in_ their 
payments qn securities floated pri- 
vately in the United States.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2. — Plans 

for a Federal export bank, with un- 
limited RFC backing to stimulate 
foreign trade with such countries 
as Russia, were outlined today by 
Jesse H. Jones, chairman of the 
RFC. 
Supported by President Roose- 
velt, Jones made it clear that credit 
would be established not only for 
the purpose of trading with Russia 
but also with South America and 
the Balkans. From time to time 
there have been received requests 
for such financing. 

The bank, to be in Washington 
and run like the Commodity Credit 
Corporation, would be separate 
from the RFC. 

The new organization would be 
financed. entirely by Government 
funds and would attempt, Jones 
said, to assume only a part of the 
credit risk with private exporters 
and importers. He said it might 
be possible to extend credit up to 
five years.

Mrs. Nat S. Brown's plan to place 
500 penny slot machines in the city 
for the benefit of Welcome Inn re-

Returns to New York and Unwit- 
tingly Aids Enemies in Two

' NEW YORK, Feb. 2. — Emma 
Goldman, the Anarchist, today re- 
turned to the city she has always 
called home and straightway  be- 
came involved in a pair of strikes. 
Unwittingly, the noted exile aided 
the cause of her enemies. 

First, she rode from railroad sta- 
tion to hotel in a taxicab—and New 
York hack drivers are striking. 
Second, she went to a hotel which 
employes are picketing. “I didn’t 
”" said Miss Goldman, “else I 
would have walked—and to anoth- 
er hotel.” 

“I was always considered wad,” 
she said. “I’m worse now. I 
haven't changed any of my beliefs. 
I’m still as staunch an Anarchist 
as ever—not a philosophical Anar- 
chist either.” 

“I want to make people think- 
ers,” she said. “Ninety-nine per 
cent of the people don’t think— 
that is what is the matter. I don’t 
want converts to my credo—I want 
thinkers. I’m not an agitator— 
just an educator.” 

Miss Goldman, now 64 and gray- 
haired, is going to remain in: the 
United States, giving lectures on 
subjects not related to political af- 
fairs in this country. The Govern- 
ment made that provision in grant- 
ing permission for her return.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The 
Senate today adopted a resolution 
ordering William P, MacCracken, 
former Assistant Secretary of Com- 


merce in charge of aeronautics, ar- 
rested and brought before the bar 
of the Senate for defying the ee 
mail investigating committee. 

The resolution by Senator Black 
(Dem.), Alabama, chairman of the 
mail contract investigating com- 
mittee, also asked that the ser- 
geant-at-arms take into custody all 
the files in MacCracken’s law of- 
fice relating to mail contracts. 

Letters Destroyed. 

In introducin gthe resolution, 
Black said Col. L. H. Brittin, presi- 
dent of Northwest Airways, had in- 
formed the committee this after- 
ndon that letters which he had ob- 
tained from MacCracken’s office 
Thursday had been destroyed. 

The resolution directed that Mac- 
Cracken, with all air mail records 
from his office, be brought before 
the Senate to undergo examina- 
tion. 

Senators Austin of Vermont and 
White of Maine, Republican mem- 
bers of the investigating committee, 
in joining Black to cite MacCrack- 
en, said they wer enot passing on 
the question whether an attorney 
had the right to withhold confiden- 
tial correspondence with clients. 

They asserted,. however, they be- 
lieved the former air official was 
in contempt for allowing some of 
the papers to pass into his clients’ 
hands before the committee decided 
the case, and in view of the devel-

The committee ordered the im- 
pounding of all records to air mail 
contracts in the office of Mac- 
Cracken.

that St. Louis suburbs, and other 
communities with a population of 
more than 2500, might select their 
own code authority. 

The code includes other provi- 
sions against inaccurate advertis- 
ing, against discrimination in price 
between customers, against com- 
pelling a customer to buy one prod- 
uct to obtain another, and against 
urging purchase of a substitute for 
an article ordered by brand name.

Ancient Records Are Dug Up i. 
Asiatic Ryins.

BERKELEY, Cal., Feb. 2.—Rec- 
ords of events in an Asiatic King- 
dom buried by desert sands for 
3000 years were disclosed by Prof. 
H. F. Lutz of the University of Cali- 
fornia yesterday. 

One tablet unearthed from the 
ruins of the kingdom relates to a 
loan of seed barley, said Lutz, as 
sistant curator of the university’s 
departments of Assyriology and 
Egyptology. Lutz, who explained 
he has just succeeded in translating 
the tablets, said the Kingdom, 
known as Ashnunnak, apparently 
was a tributary of Assyria. He said 
one of the tablets recorded the 
death of the Assyrian King Sham- 
shi-Adad, who died in 1860 B. C. 
The records are those of a feudal 
Lord, Ilush-Nasir.

WAR DEBTS TQ U. S. REDUCED 
40 PCT. BY DEVALUATION 


Theoretical Decrease to Mean Loss 
of $5,058,000,000 to Govern- 
ment. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 2. — Offi- 
cial circles pointed out today that 
the American dollar devaluation 
had wrought a theoretiqal reduc- 
tion of 40.96 per cent in the 
amounts owed to the United States 

by foreign governments. 

Treasury officials estimated the 
theoretical decrease in the war 
debts contracted on the old gold 
dollar basis to be about $5,058,000,- 
000. Unpaid funded debts total 
$12,352,000,000. 

On the basis of the 59.06 per cent 
gold dollar, Englani’s debt would 
be cut from $4,636,000,000 to $2,- 
738,000,000; France’s from $3,960,- 
000,000 to $2,328,000,000 and Italy’s 
from $2,338,000,000 to $1,402,000,000.

The proposed 
express highway ‘would cost the 
city $700,000 for right of way, and 
construction costs, $1,000,000, would 
be paid by the State Hlighway Codm- 
mission from PWA funds. 

New York, with its west side ele- 
vated highway, Would be a natural 
objective of such a tour of inspec- 
tion. Alderman O'Toole, a member 
of the Streets Committee, of which 
Alderman Gummels is chairman, 
introduced the resolution, which 
the Democratic majority passed 
without hearing any argument in 
its favor, though two Republicans 
argued against it. 

Aldermen Eilers and Waldman 
argued that the city could get all 
needed information and advice from 


lic Service. Eilers said that he had 
seen several expensive junkets 
taken by Aldermen, and had yet to 
learn of any resultant benefit to 
the city. He reminded the Alder- 
men of the journey of a few years 
ago on which members of the 
board “inspected traffic at Lake 
Louise and in the Canadian 
Rockies.” Aldermen Eilers, Krale- 
mann, Lange, Neumann, Reinhardt 
and Waldman voted against the res- 
olution. The appropriation depends 
on approval of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, which re- 
cently refused to approve expendi- 
ture of $2500 for a proposed gas 
investigation junket. 

The Board laid over for three 
weeks Mayor Dickmann’s veto of 
the bill prohibiting employment of 
engineers, other than those regular- 
ly on the city payroll, as experts. 
The same matter had been post- 
poned for five weeks previously. An 
attempt is being made to muster 
20 votes, to pass the measure over 
the Mayor’s veto. Alderman Col- 
lins made the motion for deferring 
the vote. City Counselor Hay is 
opposing the bill, on the ground 
that, it would handicap the city in 
utility cases. 

Alderman Hoeflinger introduced a 
bill to change the name of Whit- 
tier street, for its entire length be- 
tween Lindell boulevard and Ash- 
land avenue, to Forty-second street. 
He said the measure was favored 
by property owners on Lindell. For- 
ty-second street is probably’ the 
most famous of New York’s cross- 
town thoroughfares. The St. Louis 
street’s present name was given in 
honor of John Greenleaf Whittier, 
the Quaker poet.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—An im- 

mediate appropriation of $450,000,- 

000 to carry on the civil works pro- 


gram and its 4,000,000 employes and 
$500,000,000 for direct relief was 
recommended to the House today 
by its Appropriations Committee. 

Simultaneously, the committee re- 
feased a statement by Harry L. 
"Hopkins, CWA and Relief Admin- 
istrator, that even with the Civil 
Works request $100,000,000 higher 
than originally intended it was im- 
probable the CWA program would 
last through May. 

Hopkins told th: committee that 


the $400,000,000 originally allotted 
for the CWA would be exhausted on 
Feb. 9 and there would be no funds 
for that huge payroll. The present 
rate of expenditure, he said, was 
about $70,000,000 a week. 

Relief Rolls Trimmed. 

The Administritor testified as 
head of the Federal relief organiza- 
tion that last March there were 
4560,000 families in the _ United 
States on public relief rolls, repre- 
senting “something over 20,000,000 
people, or one person out of every 
six. 

The number of families on the 
Federal relief tolls in December, he 
said, had decreased to 2,650,000. 

“Suppose you reach May 1 and 
the number of people you have em- 
ployed on your Civil Works has in- 
creased and you find a consider- 
able decrease on your relief roils,” 
Chairman Buchanan (Dem.), Texas, 
asked. “To stop your Civil Works 
would necessarily throw those same 

sople back on your relief rolls.” 
~ “That is right,” 
“We might extend Civil Works a 
little longer. My own thought 
would be, however, with a fund of 
this size, you could not possibly 
keep this running all the time be- 
tween now and next winter; that 
you would either diminish it sharply 
during the summer time or demob- 
ilize it entirely during the summer 
time. It will reach a marked de- 
crease in the numbers. 


Unexpected Rush for Jobs. 

“We have not yet reached any 
administrative decision as to pre- 
isely the method that ‘will be 
adopted. It will be done on a real- 
istic basis and in the interest of 
the whole national economy.” 

Hopkins said that many people 
who needed relief had been ashamed 
to ask for it until the CWA was 
created last November by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

In describing the situation, 
Baid: 

“A strange thing happened in 
connection with work relief. We 
had been taught to believe in the 
study of the poor laws that the 
Way to get people off the relief 
Tolls is to offer them a job, because 
if you give them work they will 
duck and run, and they will not 
Want any relief.

LONDON, Feb. 2.—Gold and the 
dollar dominated the news and ed- 
itoriat columns of London's morn- 
ing papers today. President Roose- 
velt’s action, its effects so far and 
the effects it may or may not have 
were discussed at length. 

“The United States has returned 
to gold by establishing an interna- 
tional gold bullion standard,” the 
Times said. “It may prove to be 
the first essential step toward res- 
toration of a common international 
monetary standard—one of the most 
important essentials to restoration 
of international trade.” 

The paper advocated some kind 
of currency understanding in Lon- 
don and Washington, saying: 

“It would be in the. interest of 
both countries and international 
trade generally if the American 
equalization fund were used as the 


British fund has been, to encourage} 


exchange between the two curren- 
cies to find its natural point of 
equilibrium and to restrict fluctua- 
tions caused by speculators and the 
nervousness of the money market.” 

The Post said it was fairly safe 
to assume the new*gold value was 
intended to remain fixed for the 
present. 

“In that case the world will wel- 
come a respite from the inconse- 
quent dollar fluctuations which 
have perplexed and disturbed it for 
months past,’ said the paper. 

The Telegraph assured its read- 
ers that they need not dread Amer- 
ica’s capturing world markets with 
a 60-cent dollar.

1. The absorption of banking re- 
sources by the financial necessities 
of the new budget. 

2. The movement of Government 
credit agencies into fields aban- 
doned by privately-owned banks. 

3. The limited supply of the kind 


of banking asset upon which, it is 


said, a sound banking system

5. The loss of self-confidence by 
bankers themselves. 

Forces in Motion. 

As to the first situation, Moley 
wrote:

Duff Cooper is writing an author- 
ized biography of the late Field 
Marshal Haig. 

Lioyd George, when his attention 
was called to Duff Cooper’s re- 
marks, replied that the matter 
would be fully dealt with in the 
next volume of his own memoirs. 
The former Prime Minister said he 
trusted that until then the public 
would withhold its judgment. He 
said he would give the public the 
opportunity of perusing relevant 
official documents. 

Duff Cooper was a Captain in the 
British Army, serving from 1914 to 
1919. He won the Distinguished 
Service Order. In 1919 he married 
Lady Diana Manners. 


Edith Louisa Cavell was con- 
victed by a German courtmartial 
in the summer of 1915 of having as- 
sisted 130 persons from Belgium 
while she was in charge of a Red 
Cross hospital at St. Gilles.

“If we are to have a managed 
currency, we must have a managed 
credit and if we are to avoid chaos 
and destruction the management 
must be vested in the same source 
of power. It may be that this con- 
trol can be achieved through Gov- 
ernment supervision of privately 
owned banks. But if things go 
wrong, the irresistible tendency of 
Congress would be to ascribe the 
failure to private ownership rath- 
er than to public control and to 
move to abolish private ownership 
completely.

FOR HIS ECONOMY MEASURE 


New York Mayor Says City Faces 
$30,000,000 Deficit and Must 
Have Relief. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—Mayor La- 
Guardia told the people of New 
York State last night “on my own 
responsibility and on my honor” 
that this city faces a deficit of 
more than $30,000,000 and appealed 
for enactment of his economy bill 
which the Democratic-controlled 

Assembly rejected. 

In a radio broadcast the Mayo 
recounted his recent moves to give 
the upstate milk producers prefer- 
ence in the New York market and 
to co-operate with the State con- 
ference of Mayors and asked why 
“the State of New York should 
compel the City of New York to 
continue this waste of public funds.” 

The economy bill, drafted after 
a conference between the Mayor 
and Gov. Lehman, would empower 
the Board of Estimate to reduce 
some salaries now fixed by law and 
abolish certain offices which La- 
Guardia said “have been created 
for the sole purpose of providing 
salaries for incompetents.” 

“One of these,” he continued, “a 
prominent Tammany politician who 
holds a $7500 job, cannot read or 
write English. In another county 
the same useless job is held by a 
Republican politician whose salary 
is $9000. The Tammany politician 
has a Democratic Assemblyman, 
the Republican politician a Repub- 
lican Assemblyman—and they both 
voted against the economy Dill.” 


Illinois Officer Ordered to Moscow 

WASHINGTON, Feb. *.—Lieut. 
Thomas D. White of the Air Corps, 
formerly a resident of Springfield, 
Tll., was today ordered by the 
War Department to report to the 
American Ambassador in Moscow, 
Soviet Russia, for duty as assistant 
military attache.

2.—France rejected 
Germany's c‘fer o non-aggression 
pacts and chargea Chancetuor Hit- 
ler’s program “would lead directly 
to an armaments race” in u note 
which was sent to the German Gov- 
ernment on Jan. 1 and published 
last night. 

A cool reception likewise was 
given British and Italian arms 
plans which recognized Germany's 
claim to equality in armaments and 
proposed that the heavily armed 
powers do not inciease their forces. 
The French note to Chancellor 
Hitler stressed “disarmament,” of- 
ficial quarters :1id, while che Ger- 
man, \British and Italian prcjects 
all emphasized “rearmament.” 

Appeai to Return to League. 
France accepted none of Hitler's 
recent propos.is, but left the door 
open for future conversations, and 
made a strong appeal to Ge 
to “associat- Lerself in the indis- 
pensable policy of international col- 
laboration within the framework of 
the League of Nations.” 

The declaration also was made 
that direct coi.versations between 
French anc German statesmen 
could not settle the arms problem. 
“which is essentially European in 
nature.” 

. A solution of Franco-German dif- 
ferences was called “impossible to 
envisage” unless Germany returns 
to the league, from which she with- 
drew last fall. 

Hitler's “complete rearmament 
program” would lead to a renewal 
of an arms race, the communica- 
tion went on, and instead a reduc- 
tion was proposed based on a modi- 
fied British arms plan, which would

*" -The President knows that capitalism 
has inherited the vanities, the insanities 
and greed of past ages; that it has ac- 
cepted and still, to a great degree, holds 
that the possession of money is the mea- 
sure of worth; and that in the past, too 
often, capitalists gave little recognition 
.or distinction to differences. 

The President knows, too, that capital- 
ism—like the weak individual—upon ac- 
quring or inheriting money, is likely to 
become arrogant; that it perpetually ap- 
peals to and, yea, defies precedent. It 
forgets that the individual is the reality, 
and not the selfish, discriminating, ego- 
centric class. 

The President, moreover, is aware that 
most of the current misery is due to the 
faulty conception capitalism accepted, 
namely, that it was both safe and right 
to isolate itself and coldly and contempt- 
uously rule out the meaning, value and 
significance of personal relations.

Our own adventure differs from theirs only in its 
relation to the purchase of gold and the establishment 
of an equalization fund. These are the necessities of 
a great creditor nation. Not al] the nations which 
have devalued their money are creditor nations. En- 
gland, a creditor nation, also has a secret stabiliza- 
tion fund. It is a device for protecting the pound 
in foreign exchange. Our own stabilization fund is 
a device for protecting the dollar in foreign exchange. 

The President's action should have a salutary ef- 
fect upon two scores: It should femove all uncer- 
tainty as to what the value of money is to be, and it 
should quiet whatever apprehensions remain that 
we are to have undue inflation. The United States 
is back on the gold standard, or the gold bullion 
standard, and it is holding out the expectation that 
better prices for farm products and other commodi- 
ties are to improve the position of the debtor. This 
latter equation is simple. If the debtor can get a 
better price for his product, or for his labor, he will 
be better able to pay his debt. Under deflation, he 
was helpless. It has been truly said that deflation 
feeds upon itself. However, the benefits of devalua- 
tion cannot reach all of us simultaneously. Donald 
B. Woodward and Marc A. Rose say in their primer, 
“Inflation”: 

All our incomes depend ultimately on the 
commodity price level, but some of us are so far 
removed from the original operation that there 
is a long lag between a price rise and any in- 
crease in our incomes. The farmer gets an im- 
mediate benefit from a rise in prices; the Gov- 
ernment clerk is probably the last to get any 
benefit. In the long interval between, a high 
cost of living pinches the clerk cruelly. 
Nevertheless, some sort of inflation in the United 

States was inevitable. We are terribly in debt. 
The total indebtedness of political units and individu- 
als is approximated at 360 billion dollars. If by de- 
valuing the dollar 41 cents we can ease the burden 
of that debt, it will be the means of accelerating the 
national economy. 

To a degree, the devaluation which took place 
Wednesday had already been anticipated in commod- 
ity prices. The real hope of the situation lies in the 
probability that the Government will increase its 
spending program. After all, that is what raises 
commodity prices, since it increases demand. The 
one is a necessary corollary to the other. 
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WALTER WELLMAN. 

Walter Wellman was a pioneer of aeronautics, who 
lived to see his dreams of aerial conquests come true, 
though he was not to share in them. In 1906 and 
1909, he tried to reach the North Pole by balloon; in 
1910, he tried to cross the Atlantic. Each time he 
failed, in dirigibles that seem like midgets compared 
with the giants of these days. The North Pole now 
has been visited by balloon and plane; the South Pole 
by plane. Dirigible flights across the Atlantic are 
almost 2 commonplace, and the Graf Zeppelin has cir- 
cumnavigated the globe. When Wellman was mak- 
ing his historic attempts, airships were viewed as sci- 
entific toys, piloted by reckless adventurers. Flying 
today, though still far from its zenith, is a major 
industry. The veteran flyer’s death at 75 reminds 
the world again how vastly air travel has nt ss 
in the generation since his experiments. 
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PROFITEERING IN MILK. 

How milk distributors have cleaned up in the past 
five years at the expense of dairy farmers and con- 
sumers is revealed by figures released by Secretary 
Wallace. No doubt, the distributors will quarrel’ bit- 
terly with those figures,*for they are computed to ex- 
clude such items as excessive officers’ salaries, bon- 
uses, excessive depreciation charges, losses on sales 
of capital assets and other pet profit-hiding devices. 
Fancy bookkeeping, however, cannot be permitted to 
distort the truth. | 

In St. Louis, milk distributors earned, over the 
five-year period 1929-33, an average of 14.64 per cent 
net profit on net plant investment. In 1929, the fig- 
ure soared to 21.32 per cent. In the first depression 
year, 1930, it was even higher-—21.73 per cent. Even 
in 1933, after the cumulative effect of the depres- 
sion had invaded every walk of life, the milk dis- 
tributors rolled up the comfortable profit of 7.26 per 


_leent. 


Comparatively speaking, St. Louis milk distributors 
were only mild offenders at profiteering. The breth- 
ren in Boston earned 22.45, in Chicago, 25.84, and in 
Philade)phia, 30.76. Meanwhile, farmers were being 
paid starvation prices fcr milk, and the public, bad- 
ly hit by unemployment and reduced income, was 
being charged extortionate prices for this indispen- 
sable product. 

When the milk marketing agreements were entered 
into recently, fears were expressed that they permit- 
ted too large a price spread. ‘Those fears are more 
than borne out by Secretary Wallace's figures. The 
country needs a New Deal in milk. 
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SCHOOL FINANCES IN TWO CITIES. 

The modesty of the request that the 85-cent tax 
for the support of public schools in St. Louis be re- 
tained becomes all the more apparent on learning 
that the residents of Los Angeles will soon be asked 
to vote on a $20,000,000 school bond issue. Even 
though the sum involved is so large as that, there 
can be little doubt as to how the people of Los Ange- 
les will react to this request of their school authort- 
ties. Los Angeles’ will for improvements can be 
counted on to take care of it. The school bond issue 
being asked of St. Louis is for only $2,000,000, and 
its purpose is to enable the school system to join in 
the public works program. As we pointed out re-

Local option is provided for, but such a condition 
is made dependent upon the initiative of the com- 
munity which desires it. This seems to us to be a 
more just arrangement than that of the Missouri law, 
which requires communities of certain population to 
vote for retail sale-by-the-drink establishments and 
bans them altogether from unincorporated areas. It 
should be remembered that as things stand now the 
people are on record against prohibition. 

On the other hand, there are provisions in the Illi- 
nois law whose wisdom will need to be proved. How 
feasible it will be to have a State commission without 
power to hear license appeals in Chicago remains to 
be seen. Certainly, Gov. Horner is under no illu- 
sion as to the law’s perfection. He says frankly that 
it is not all that is to be desired, but points out that 
time and experience can be relied on to demonstrate 
the need for desirable changes. 

That is the sensible attitude. It is the attitude 
which will in time provide the wisest control for one 
of the most perplexing of all traffics. 
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SNOOTY DIPLOMACY. 

“Whoever attempts to attack our country,” said 
Dictator Stalin the other day, “will meet with such 
powerful resistance that he will never again desire 
to shove his pig’s snout into our cabbage patch.”

Indeed, it is not very certain 
that His Majesty ever informed himself of Chicago’s 
existence, unless the matter came up in one of Char- 
lie Dawes’ informal calls. No wonder Stalin thought 
the line was worth copying. In ideographs, on the 
bulletin boards of Tokio, it should go over big. 
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LOOSING THE PARTY TIES. 

Further evidence of the break-up of old political 
alignments comes from Washington in the announce- 
ment that Republican Senators who bolted Herbert 
Hoover in 1932 to support Mr. Roosevelt will prob- 
ably have the aid of the Democratic party this fall. 
Three such Senators face the voters in November— 
Johnson of California, La Follette of Wisconsin and 
Cutting of New Mexico. 

As for the first, Postmaster-General Farley, chair- 
man of the Democratic National Committee, has al- 
ready said that he knows enough about California 
“to know, of course, that its voters will return Hiram 
Johnson to the Senate.” Nor can there be any doubt 
how many Democrats fee] about the fiery Hiram. 
Last week Representative McGrath, elected in 1932 as 
a Democrat from Mr. Hoover’s district, came out for 
Senator Johnson’s re-election. This example has been 
followed by Représentative Lea, dean of the Califor- 
nia delegation in the House, who urges his fellow 
Democrats to: join in re-electing the Senator as a 
reward for “his support of the administration’s poli- 
cies.” Likewise, Senators Cutting and La Follette will 
doubtless receive much Democratic co-operation. 
Their support of the President before his election 
and since would entitle them to it on a frankly 
political basis, if on no other. 

When Democrats in California urge the re-election 
of a Senator who wears the Republican label and 
Republicans in Massachusetts urge the re-election of 
a Democratic Senator (David I. Walsh), it needs no 
pointing out that the ties of the past are no more 
and that we might as well get ready for the more 
basic party alterations which are certainly on the 
way. 
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FOR THE GIRL SCOUTS. 

The Girl Scouts of St. Louis, or rather their un- 
paid sponsors and friends, are conducting a campaign 
to raise $17,000 to assure the program of the organiza- 
tion through 1934. This is a modest request, and one 
which the community’s generosity should be glad 
to grant. Until this year, the Girl Scouts, who have 
grown to a membership of more than 4000 in the city 
and county, received a small share of the fund raised 
in the community drive for social and charitable or- 
ganizations and institutions. Last month, they were 
dropped from the list. Thus cut adrift, they are 
now forced to seek financial aid, if their work is to 
go on without serious curtailment. No one questions 
the value of the Boy Scout program. There is no 
more reason to hesitate about indorsing and sup- 
porting the related movement among girls. 
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Ogden Mills and others may worry about the Con.

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TRAVELING LIGHTER AND HOPING TO COVER MORE GROUND. 
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TODAY and TOMORROW

Mr. Mills at Topeka 


N his address at Topeka, Ogden Mills 

lifted the discussion of the Roosevelt poli- 

cies into the realm of reason and honest 
inquiry. I cannot imagine why the Demo- 
crats should appear to resent the speech, or 
wish to evade the challenges which it cou- 
tains. What can be more desirable than to 
know the weightiest objections that can be 
made against a program which is admit- 
tedly experimental, and to consider how 
weighty they are? 

Mr. Mills’ first point is that we have wit- 
nessed “an unconstitutional attempt to ex- 
tend the power of the Federal Govern- 
ment.” He cites the Thomas amendment 
dealing with the currency, and NRA. The 
Thomas amendment delegates to the Presi- 
dent certain powers which Congress pos- 
sesses. Mr. Mills does not attempt to prove 
that this delegation of power was unconsti- 
tutional, and I doubt whether he can prove 
it. As to NRA, there can be little question 
that certain phases of this experiment, par- 
ticularly those im which there is regulation 
of industry which is wholly within a state, 
would be held unconstitutional except for 
the doctrine that they are temporary and 
for the emergency. ‘ 

What Mr. Mills really objects to is that 
“Congress and the President, by a mere dec- 
laration of emergency, can in effect suspend 
the limitations of the fundamental law.” 
Who pretends that they can? The emer- 
gency must actually exist before they can 
declare it, and there must be no doubt that 
it exists, and the final decision as to wheth- 
er it exists lies with the courts. Is there 
any doubt that there was an emergency 
last spring? Mr. Mills says that “in all of 
its long history, no provision has ever been 
made for the suspension of the Constitution 
in time of emergency.” Iam afraid Mr. 
Mills has,not pondered the recent decision 
of the majority of the Supreme Court in the 
Minnesota case, a decision concurred in, as 
it happens, by all of President Hoover’s ap- 
pointees.

Mr. Mills’ second point consists of a de- 
nunciation of, a “planned economy,” plus the 
statement that this is the “Utopia to which 
the President is leading us.” As he has done 
me the honor to quote something I wrote re- 
cently describing the dangers and difficul- 
ties of a planned economy, I may perhaps be 
permitted to say that I do not regard the 
Roosevelt program as directed to the estab- 
lishment of a planned economy. 

The program does call for the planning 
of many activities, and for the conscious 
management of many things. But so did 
Mr. Hoover’s program, when he advocated 
the planning of public works, when, at the 
outset of the depression, he pledged indus- 
tries to wage, price and capital investment 
policies, when he attempted to. stabilize 
farm prices, when, through the Federal Re- 
serve System, he attempted to reflate the 
price leve] through credit expansion. Mr. 
Roosevelt hag carried these principles fur- 
ther than Mr. Hoover did. But they do not 
set up a “planned economy” in any true 
meaning of the words, and the first to bear 
witness that they do not would be the Com- 
munists, who invented the idea. 

There was a period, I think, from July to 
October, when there was some reason to 
think that the administration was drifting 
into a situation where it might really have 


bad to regiment and plan the whole of ag- 
riculture and industry. In that period, the 
administration seemed to have lost sight of 
the fact that the crigis was an essentially 
monetary phenomenon; it failed to manage 
money; the deflation was resumed, and de- 
flation carried to its logical end means 
either general bankruptcy and paralysis or 
the centralized directiof of production. 

But since October, the President has 
taken the other road. He has set out to 
manage the currency with a view to re-es- 
tablishing a level of prices at which profits 
reappear and private enterprise can revive. 
In so far as the monetary experiment suc- 
ceeds, a “planned economy,” as Mr. Mills 
envisages it, becomes unnecessary, and no 
nation ever submitted to real planning, with 
coercion and regimentation, except under 
the pressure of dire necessity. 

That does not mean that the Government 
is not “to plan” in the sense that it exercises 
intelligent foresight. It does mean that it 
is not “to plan” the industrial life of Ameri- 
ca and impose the plan and enforce it. It is 
the coercion and centralization that distin- 
guish a “planned economy” from a free, 
forehanded and, at certain vital spots, a 


managed economy. 


Mr. Mills’ third point deals with the spend- 
ing program and the monetary manipula- 
tion. He professes not to believe in either 
of them, but he accepts them since we are 
definitely committed to them. I should cer- 
tainly not wish to quarrel with his state- 
ment that the spending program “resolves 
itself into a 08 between business recovery 
and the expansion of the national credit.” 
That is the heart of the budget problem, and 
it is clearly recognized in the budget pro- 
gram. Nevertheless, it cannot be emphasized 
too much, for it is easily forgotten and the 
pressure to spend beyond the limits set by 
the President will be great. 

But when Mr. Mills seeks to dismiss the 
whole monetary program as mere “manipu- 
lation,” and says that we should have stayed 
on the gold standard, and that we should 
not have a managed currency, I cannot fol- 
low him at all. For one thing, we have had 
& managed currency ever since the war, and 
I think Mr. Millis is entitled to object to the 
way the currency is being managed, but 
hardly to the fact that it is being managed. 

For another, is it possible that at this late 
date he is not aware that the international 
gold standard collapsed in 1931, and that 
nations attempting to adhere to the wreck- 
age subject themselves to intolerable bur- 
dens and miseries? Let him look at France. 
which, with gallantry worthy of a better 


cause, is prostrating her industries, bleeding 


herself white and imperiling her Constitu- 
tion in an effort to deflate herself to com- 


- pensate for the exorbitant value of gold.

Federal Alcohol Control Board 
opened the quota on Canadi 
liquor for 30 days. Canadian rye 
and bourbon were allowed to flow 
freely across the border to force 
prices down here. 

But to the big distillers this made 
no difference. On either side of 
the International Line they were 
sure of their profits, For: 

National Distillers works with 
Canadian Industrial Alcohol in mar- 
keting its products in the United 
states. Rossville Union Distillers 
is a part of the big British firm of 
Seagram & Sons. Alex D. Shaw & 
Co. co-operates with the famous 
James Buchanan of Scotland and 
Canada. Canadian liquor interests 
have even gore to the extent of 
selling their stock to the optimis- 
tic American public. The Fed- 
eral Trade Commission has ae 
it, under the new Securities Act, 
proposal of United Distillers of Can- 
ada, Ltd., to sell 229,991 shares of 
its stock in the United States.

A last night presented, for a first 
performance in St. Louis, Dan To- 
theroh’s drama of pioneer days in 
the Northwest, “Distant Drums.” 
An audience of Little Theater and 
supporting group members which 
completely filled the Artists’ Guild 
auditorium seemed to enjoy the 
somber story which, after all, is, 
perhaps, the object of the semi- 
amateur group of players. Viewed 
from the more critical angle of the 
commercial show house one would 
venture to say that Mr. Totheroh’s 
tale is in too monotonous vein and 
contains too few moments of what 
is known as “good theater” to ap- 
peal to the ordinary entertainment 
seeker. 

The drama is laid in a covered 
wagon camp—two covered wagon 

camps in fact—back in 1848 when 
a party of pioneers from Illinois 
and Ohio is on a long trek over the 
Oregon trail to th@promised lands 
of plenty. Disaster and death over- 
take the outfit and internal tssen- 
sion, brought about by thé love of 
one of the younger men in the parity 
for the leader's wife, threatens 
more dire calamities.

LIFE 00 ARTIFICIAL, 
SAYS VETERAN DOCTOR 


Dr. Henry J. Dionysius, Practi- 
tioner 54 Years, Comments 
on Present Generation. 


Fifty-four years ago a young man 


stepped to the rostrum of the old 
Homeopathic Medical College in 
Missouri at Seventh and Locust 
streets, and got his diploma just 
as he became 21 years, six months, 
one day and two hours old. 
Today the medical student of 
yore, Dr. Henry J. Dionysius, in 
practice continuously ever since, re- 
called the episode with zest. He 
explained he knew his exact age 
when he was handed his parch- 
ment because he was born at pre- 
cisely 7 p. m. and the fire-bells near 
the school were tolling the hour of 
9 as he graduated. 

With his mutton-chop whiskers, 
brisk walk and alert air, the 75- 
year-old physician is a familiar 
figure in Kirkwood, where he has 
resided for 48 years, specializing in 
a practice that has taken him over 
St. Louis County for more than half 
a century, until a few years ago, by 
horse and buggy. 

A dispenser of pills and philoso- 
phy, he looks askance at certain 
modern tendencies, holding that 
people live “too artificial lives’ to- 
day and that medicine has become 
“just a gommercial prepenien, like 
stocks and bonds.” 

Has Treated Three Generations. 

Treating today the grandchildren 
of men and women he saw safely 
into this world, he recalis when 
deer were killed in St. Louis Coun- 
ty, remembers long trips over mud- 
dy roads making it necessary some- 
times to abandon his buggy and 

horseback the rest of the way. 
“But I never started anywhere 
with a horse that I didn’t get 
there,” Dr. Dionysius observed, 
“and that’s more than I can say 
for the automobile. If the roads 
weren’t so hard, I'd drive a horse 
today. You get attached to a 
horse.” 

Behind his home and office at 
125 East Adams avenue still stands 
his storm buggy, once a common 
sight throughout the countryside 
but “Beauty,” a dark bay who pulled 
the buggy for 27 years in fair 
weather and foul, has gone where 
good horses go. The old doctor re- 
calls with affection other horses, 
even tells of horses owned by: his 
patients, confesses with a twinkle 
in his eyes that he raced trotters 
and pacers at many a county fair 
in the gay nineties. 

elaking everything as it camé 
along, Dr. Dionysius is proud of his 
record of:never having refused a 
call, tells of making his rounds be- 
tween 3 p. m. and 3 a. m., says he 
“slept on many a hard-bottomed 
chair in this county.” 

Patients’ Philosopher, Friend. 
Yet the doctor, son of a lumber- 
man who was killed in a hunting 
accident, insisted he never did like 
medicine, but “I got so poor I 
couldn't stop.” He bégan his studies 
as a matter of education when jobs 
were scarce, following the panic of 
"73. 

But, his relationship with his pa- 
tients—that of guide, philosopher 
and friend—belies his assertion of 
distaste for his calling, and he con- 
ceded today that he would be lost 
if he retired. 

“T’ve never wanted for business,” 
he remarked, “but sometimes for 
money.” 

Much of his practice is written 
off his books—such boqks as he 
keeps—as “charity.” Referring to 
modern fees he remarked that pres- 
ent day charity schedules “would 


lhave been fancy prices for any- 


thing 50 years ago.”

to disease as they are now. Now- 
adays people lead artificial lives. 
They keep late hours. They are; 
soft. But in the old days a man 
would go to bed at 9 o'clock, get 
up early in the morning, eat a big 
breakfast, do some real work.” 

While he has delivered thou- 
sands of babies, he recalls many 
instances, in the days when Den- 
ny road was a “sea of mud” and 
it took two hours to get to Clay- 
ton instead of the present 15 min- 
utes, when no physician was in at- 
tendance “yet the kids are _ still 
growing.” 

Out of his experience, seeing life 
created, standing in the shadow of 
death, he has evolved a personal 
philosophy. People, he finds, are 
essentially. decent “if you treat 
them decently.” 

And the richest patients he has 
met are those who live in humble 
homes. 

“I have found more love and ten- 
derness,” Dr.. Dionysius said, “in 
the homes of the poor than in the 
rich. And that’s all that really 
counts. Besides, poor folks are best 
pay. It seems as though the rich 
are never satisfied.” 

Live a Series of Reaétions. 

Looking at life in a larger sense, 
the doctor sees it as a series of re- 
actions—love and hate—heat and 
cold—and holds that “the key to 
success is to strike a happy medi- 
um, for all life is action and reac- 
tion.” 

Avowedly old-fashioned, yet keep- 
ing up with current events, he said 
he often recognizes “new diseases” 
as “old diseases with a trick name” 
and regards many modern “psy- 
chos” as “suppositions.” Experience 
tells, he thinks, observing that 
“whenever a young man starts in 
to revolutionize a business its fin- 
ish is in sight.” 

With thousands of pills crowd- 
ing his desk, literaily a pill for 
every ailment, most of them rich 
in minerals, Dr. Dionysius was on 
duty as usual today, not forgetting 
to distribute peppermint drops to 
the children.

Plays Three of Own Pieces a$ 
Encores at 
Odeon. : 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 

Fritz Kreisler gave his an 
nual recital at the Odeon iast 
night and renewed, in the minds 
of his hearers, the conviction of his 
greatness both as a musician and 
a man. His program was con- 
structed along the usual lines and 
his playing—as usual—had an in- 
finite comprehension and a pier-ing 
beauty. Having said that much 
there is no more that need ba said, 
But the inevitable random 
thoughts that were touched off by, 
last night’s recital included the fol- 
lowing: Kreisler is one of the few 
artists who have ever lived who 
can make a simultaneous appeal to 
all the elements in his audience 
without corrupting his essential 
quality. It is true, of course, that 
the shorter numbers which make 
up the last half of his programs, are 
for the greater part, are of no con- 
sequence in themselves. But when 
they are played they take on, for 
the moment, the characteristics of 
unassailable dignity and. delicacy. 
The too famous “Tango,” by Albe- 
niz is something that ordinarily 
calls for the rapture of school girls 
and the good-natured tolerance of 
more experienced persons. But ih 
the arrangement and the perform- 
ance by Kreisler it had the sub- 
stance of dreams. If the tango is 
danced within the confines of the 
Seventh Hierarchy for the benefit 
of homesick Spaniards, that is cer- 
tainly the way the music must 
sound. The playing of such music 
also forces one to realize that the 
interpretive artist must also have 
a creative element in his make-up. 
If the music is great in itself ‘ he 
must have the power to identify 
himself with the composer’s view- 
point; if it isn’t he can save it, per- 
haps, by draining off some of its 
excesses or by building up some 
important but neglected element. 

Another théught inspired by see- 
ing rather than hearing Kreisler is 
strictly non-musical. His self-pos- 
session and the sculptured nobility 
of his head are ajmost as beautiful 
as his playing. 

Concerning the technical aspects 
of Kreisler’s playing he differs, like 
anybody else, from year to year. 
Last night his control seemed as 
great as it ever was. -As for his 
general interpretative style it be- 
comes purer, if anything. The Bee- 
thoven C Minor sonata was very 
remote even in the moving can- 
tilena of the Adagio. The Bach 
Sonata in G Minor—always diffi- 
cult and always hard on audiences 
—was as fluent as the Beethoven 
and even more monumental. 

At the conclusion of the concert 
Kreisler played three of his own 
pieces as encores.

Wilson W. Mills Mills of First 
National Refers to Auto 
Maker’s Threat to With- 
‘draw $20,000,000. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Wilson 
W. Mills, who headed the First Na- 
t'onal Bank of Detroit, told the 
Senate Banking Committee today 
the bank would have reopened 
‘after the Michigan banking sus- 
pension had it not been for “the 
attitude of the Ford Motor Co.” 
Milis referred to a threat of 
Henry Ford that ne would with- 
draw his deposits totaling about 
‘$20,000,000 from the First National 
‘Bank “the first thing the next 
morning” if the Union Guardian 
Trust Co. was not allowed to open. 
Mills said the bank officers were 
at a loss to understand why Ford 
should take that attitude when the 


two banks were “in no way reé- 
lated. ” 

Henry Ford was quoted as saying 
he thought “it is up to the Govern- 
ment to save :the Detroit institu- 
tions; they saved the Dawes bank.” 
Mills testified he talked with Ford 
when he threatened to withdraw 
his deposits from that bank if the 
Union Guardian Trust Co. was not 
allowed to open. 

The committee previously had 
heard the Ford attitude expressed 
in its investigation of the Guardian 
Detroit Union Group, Inc., through 
the minutes of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation and testimony 
by Edsel Ford that his father de- 
cided he “had gone far enough.” 

Mills said the bank might still 
have reopened, “possibly on a re- 
stricted basis,’ had it not been for 
the strict classification of assets by 
the chief national bank examiner. 

The divicend policies, which have 
been undcr criticism in evidence 
before the committee were defended” 
by Mills in his statement, on the 
ground that no dividends were de- 
clared without-the approval of the 
chief national bank examiner. 

Counsel Pecora read from the an- 
nual reports of the Detroit Bakers’ 
Co., the bank holding company, to 
the stockholders for the three years 
of operation. They showed that the 
surplus and undivided profits to- 
taled $64,868,000 in 1930 and that 
they shrank to $39,049,000 in 1931 
and to $32,469,000 in 1932. 

Testimony that the First Nation- 
al Bank paid off $19,000,000 on June 
29, 1932, and borrowed $20,650,000 on 
July 1 in order to show “no bills 
payable” in the statement of that 
bank as of June 30, was given. 

Wilson W. Mills, who was head of 
the bank, would not agree, how- 
ever, with the suggestion of Ferdi- 
nand Pecora, committee counsel, 
that this was “an element of win- 
dow dressing.” He said the bank 
used its own funds, and did not re- 
ceive outside help to pay off its 
debts. 

“Then why did you borrow $20,- 
650,000 the next day?” asked Sena- 
tor Couzens. 

“To meet demands, I suppose,” 
the banker said. 

James O. Murfin, attorney and a 
former director of the First Nation- 
al, was on the stand again today. 
Murfin clashed sharply with Peco- 
ra. He had taken occasion to re- 
mark that the investigation was 
unfair because it “brought out only 
the worst side.” 


Pecora asked Murfin ahout his 
testimony at the “one-man grand 
jury” investigation in Detroit last 
summer. Murfin objected strenu- 
ously to bringing the grand jury 
phase into the Senate hearing and 
insisted. the question was not 
proper. He maintained the present 
hearing has only the purpose of 
obtaining facts on which to frame 
legislation, and that nothing would 
be ‘pained by going into the Detroit 
inquiry. 

“At that time there was a spirit 
of controversy wherever you went,” 
Murfin protested. “The town was 
seething, and I don’t believe in 
stirring things up.” 

Pecora then referred to an ex- 
hibit showing that the Detroit 
bankers’ Co, lost $9,000,000 in 1932. 

“Does that surprise you,” Pe- 
cora asked. “Yes, it does,” Murfin 
said. 

“You have testified you thought 
the bank was holding its own,” Pe- 
cora observed. “Well, if a bank 
lost $9,000,000 one year and had lost 
$15,000,000 the year before I'd say 
it was improving,” Murfin replied.

Churchmen Fear Appointment 
Is Preliminary to Recogni- 
tion of Paganism. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Feb. 2.—Alfred Rosen- 
berg has been appointed as virtual 
dictator of philosophy for Germany. 

Chancellor Hitler named Rosen- 
berg head of the Nazi party’s for- 
eign policy division and an oppo- 
nent of Jews to supervise the Welt- 
anschauung (World Viewpoint) 
philosophy, which is to prevail 
throughout Germany by Govern- 


ment decree. 

He will supervise the training or 
all organizations, including church 
bodies, taken over by the Nazi 
party. Opponents in the church 
fear his appointment is a prelude 
to official recognition of a pagan 
religion. 

Rosenberg is the author of a 
widely read book, “The Myth of 
the Twentieth Century,” which 
abounds in criticism of the Chris- 
tian religion. 

Some churchmen fear Rosenberg 
will determine what the Weltan- 
schauung shall teach the youth of 
Germany and the working popula- 
tion. They fear this means turn- 
ing the nation away from Chris- 
tianity.

BAY CITY, Mich., Feb. 2.—Four 
Lake Huron fishermen. two of them 
less than 26 years old, spent 28 
hours on a crumbling ice floe in 
the waters of Saginaw Bay. 

The men mauae their way ashore 
unaided at Quanicasse, 10 miles 
from here, late yesterday after a 
day and a night during which they 
ate only six small fish, cooked over 


a small fire. They reached shore 
by using a sled runner, part of 
their fish-gathering équipment, as 
a bridge. 

The four, swept away from shore 
Wednesday, when the ice on which 
they were workihg broke up, are: 
Anthony Abare, 66 years old; John 
Swantek, 37; Lawrence King, 19, 
and Charles Jr., 17, his brother. 

“We thought we were doomed 
when it got dark,” Lawrence King 
said. “We didn’t know which way 
to walk as we were not sure of 
keeping away from open water. So 
we agreed to stay together and 
remain where we were. 

“A Christmas tree which we 
found on the ice together with two 
oil drums and half a sleigh which 
we had with us probably kept us 
from freezing to death. Sometimes 
during the night we saw what we 
thought was the outline of the bay 
shore.” 

Charles King Jr. said: “We 
rdanced around through the night 
trying to keep warm. We tried 
to keep track of just where we were 
and where the ice was drifting. 

“We didn’t try to walk any place. 
We agreed that we would all stick 
together. Swantek and Abare kept 
my brother and me from going to 
sleep, arousing us with slaps and 
shouts whenever we dozed.” 

“The floe we were on was break- 
ing up fast during the night,” Swan- 
tek said. “We had a few pieces 
of firewood which we picked up on 
the ice, but we didn’t use them 
during the night because we fig- 
ured we'd need them more later 
on. 
“About 9:30 a. m.*’ the wind 
calmed down some, and by using 
our sled runners as a bridge we 
left our floe and managed to reach 
a bigger one.” 

The men finally reached a point 
five miles off Quanicassee, where 
they used their supply of fuel to 
cook some perch—the first food 
they had tasted in 24 hours. 

By using their sled runners the 
four reached shore. 

Twenty-eight army e'irplanes 
cruised over the bay in a futile 
effort to locate the marooned fish- 
ermen.

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Mahl Opposed to 
Many Changes in 
Football Rales 


Clarence A. Muhl, athletic direc- 
tor of University City High School 
and recently appointed representa- 
tive of the National Football Rules 
Committee, will depart today to at- 
tend a meeting of the Rules Com- 
mittee in New York. He believes 
there should be few changes in the 
rules this year, at least from the 
viewpoint of the high school coach. 

Muhl has talked to many of the 
coaches in the district since his se- 
lection, and all agreed that no ma- 
jor changes are necessary. 

“We have a fine game now, and 
it seems to me that if we allowed 
the rules to crystallize more we 
would be better off,” Muhl com- 
mented. 

One suggestion which Muhl fa- 
vored was a rule requiring all high 
school players to wear headgear 
during a game. 

Some of the changes proposed at 
a meeting of the coaches and which 
will be considered by the Coaches’ 
Rules Committee tomorrow for 
recommendation to the National 
Football Rules Committee, are: 

Moving the ball in 15 yards in- 
stead of 10 yards, when near the 
sidelines. 

Restoration of the old fumble 
rule allowing the team recover- 
ing a fumble to run with it. 

Moving the goal posts back to 
the goal line instead of 10 yards 
back from the goal line. 

Allowing a team to throw a for- 
ward pass from anywhere on the 
field, instead of five yards back 
of the line of scrimmage as at 
present. 

Allowing a team that has 
grounded a ball across its oppo- 
nents’ goal line to retain posses- 
sion of the ball, except on the 
fourth down, instead of losing the 
ball whenver a pass is grounded.

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GOVERNMENT GIVES. 
BEEF 10 DESTITUTE 


Also Advises on Ways to 
to Serve Canned 
Product. 


The most economical and. most 
satisfactory way to use canned beef, 
says the Bureau of Home Econom- 
ics of the U. S. Department of Ag- 


| riculture, is to make it the center 
of a one-dish meal. But you wonder, |. 


don’t you, why the bureau is talk- 
ing about canned beef when there 
is so much fresh beef to be had? 
Here is one good reason: 

More canned beef will be eaten 
in the United States this winter 
and for some months to come than 
in many a long day past. Many 
farm families will eat canned beef 
because they have put up their own 
beef for the purpose. City families 
will buy it as usual—canned corned 


beef, theirs probably is, for this is 
the kind of canned beef chiefly sold 
in the grocery stores. Then there 
are thousands of other families, in 
the cities and in the country, who 
will have canned beef now because 
the Government is providing it for 
distribution through state agencies 
to needy people. This beef was 
bought by the Government from 
cattle farmers, it was canned ac- 
cording to quality specifications by 
the Government, and it will be 
given free to families on the relief 
rolls. 

So there is a reason for talking 
just now about the uses of canned 
beef. Canned roast beef, by the 
way, is the trade name for the 
product when it is not corned. It 
is Government inspected fresh beef 
which is cooked, canned and steril- 
ized under steam pressure by the 
most approved canning processes. 
You don’t see much of this in the 
stores—the commercial p§packing 
houses sel] their output ohiefly to 
the lunchroom and soda fountain 
trade, for sandwiches. If you ask 
for canned beef in your grocery, 
you are likely to get the canned 
corned beef mentioned above. 

When you buy canned beef you 
are doubtless thinking not only of 
the good hash it will make but 
of the convenience of using it. You 
can get raw corned beef, of course, 
and the price per. pound is much 
less than the canned. But to takes 
probably two pounds of raw corned 
beef to equal the solid potnd of 
canned corned beef. The canned 
beef, moreover, is already cooked, 
and that will save fuel when you 
come to use it. This saving is con- 
siderable, for where it takes three 
or four hours to roast or boil a 
piece of fresh beef, it takes only 
half an hour or less to heat the 
canned product thoroughly.- If to 
that you add the saving which 
comes in top-of-the-stove cooking 
—which can be used for most of 


sithe one-dish meals—you have still 
| further economy in the preparation 


of your meal. 


But there is this point to remem- 
ber about the one-dish meal when 
you are using canned beef: Be- 
cause your meat is alréady cooked, 
you cook your’ vegetables first. 
Then add the canned beef, heat the 
mixture thoroughly, and serve it 
piping hot. 

The meat cookery specialists of 
the bureau have worked out half a 
dozen recipes using canned beef, 
and those recipes are given below. 
In every case you can substitute 
meat left-overs for the canned 
beef. The same directions will ap- 
ply. 

Panned Cabbage and Corned Beef. 
‘ Heat three tablespoons of fat in 
a large pan, add three quarts shred- 
ded cabbage, cover to keep in the 
steam, and cook for 10 to 15 min- 
utes, stirring frequently. Add one 
pint canned corned beef, separated 
in small pieces, and heat thorough- 
ly. Season to taste with salt, pep- 
per and a little vinegar. 

é Browned Hash. 

To. one quart mashed potatnes 
add one pint chopped canned beef, 


| One finely chopped onion and sea- 


sonings to taste, and mix thorough- 
ly., Mold into flat cakes and fry 
slowly on both sides until crusty. 
Or spread the mixture in an even 
layer in a greased frying pan and 


| cook slowly until well browned. 


Beef and Onion Sandwich. « 
Cook one pint sliced onions ten- 
der in three cups boiling saltej 
water. Thicken with flour mixed 
with cold water and cook several] 
minutes longer. Stir in one pirt 
cut-up canned beef and heat tho-- 
oughly. Season to taste with salt 
and pepper. Use as the filling for 
hot sandwiches with bread or hot 
biscuit. 
Beef and Vegetable Stew.

Pour two quarts boiling water 
over one glass currant jelly and 
one cup granulated sugar. Cool and 
add the juice of six lemons and two 
oranges. Slice two more oranges 
very thin and add, then- pour ir 
another quart of water. Ice, and 
serve with sprigs of mint in each 
glass. This may also be served 
heated. 

Fortune-Filling Heart Cakes. 


Two egg yolks, beaten. 
One-fourth cup orange juice. 
One tablespoon lemon juice. 
Three-fourths cup sugar. 
One-fourth teaspoon 
orange rind. 

Two egg whites, stiffly beaten. 
One cup flour, sifted with 
One-fourth teaspoog soda.

Bake 
for one and one-half to two hours— 
if one large loaf is made instead of 
the two smaller ones, two hours 
will be required for the baking.

I believe that 
the bidding should not only take 
into account the number of tricks 
likely to be made (or lost), but also, 
wherever possible, the LINE OF 
PLAY MOST LIKELY TO PRO- 
DUCE THE GREATEST NUMBER 
OF TRICKS OR TO REDUCE THE 
- RISK TO A MINIMUM. 

I call this “synchronizing the 
bidding to the ultimate Hine of 
play,” and this refers not only to 
the plays your side expects to make, 
but also those which the enemy 
is likely to attempt, or even to be 
able to develop against you; assum- 
ing that they attack in the most 
effective manner which their cards 
permit, and also assuming that suck 
important cards as you believe to 
be against you in view of the bid- 
ding are placed where they will do 
the most harm. These considera- 
tions can crop up in almost any 
bidding sequence. Notable examples 
which we have discussed include 
employment or rejection of the one- 
over-one in the process of placing 
the no-trump declaration in the 
right hand. The no-trump bid with 
a long concealed strong suit is an- 
other example, securing the decla- 
ration for the “declarer” type of 
hand, no matter whether the bid 
ends up in his suit or in no trumps. 
Then there is the hand where in 
the final stages you take over con- 
trol and nail down the. declaration 
in the hand which is protected by 
the time factor, and take the bid 
away from what often ‘appears su- 
perficially to be the more obvious 
hand and safer declaration. You do 
this because that obvious declara- 
tion would require the wrong hand 
to be declarer—the one that does 
not control the timing and which, 
by holding the declaration, robs 
the other hand of the time control 
which it would possess only if it 
were led up to at the first trick.

Mrs. Sims now bid four spades, 
saying, as you well know, “if you 
have a minimum hand and nearly 
passed, we should still make four 
spade; if you have any high-card 
values, make a constructive rebid, 
as I think then we have a slam:

have the tops in them. That’s why 
I bid four spades instead of the 
jump leeway forcing response of 
three spades.

Ed 
Goodard now made a fine bid—five 
hearts. This is a kind of cue bid, 
showing top control of that suit in 
accepting and developing the slam 
try. My wife would read this for 
a four-card suit, but that is imma- 
terial; she knew they had a slam 
provided the opponents could not 
take in two club tricks immedl- 
ately.

Rightly Taking Control. 

So she bid five no trumps. Six 
spades by her partner, having no 
further information to give, and 
signing off in a spade slam, since 
he did not contribute the ace of 
clubs or a void in clubs permitting 
a cue bid to encourage a grand 
slam. Six no trumphs by Mrs. Sims.

Treatment by Inhalation 


N the treatment of disease con- 
| ditions in the nose, throat and 

chest, simple and medicated in- 
halations have been employed from 
the earliest ages. 

While many unwarranted claims 
have been made for this form of 
medication and treatment, inhala- 
tion is employed widely and has 
many recognized merits. 

The most common form is steam 
inhalation. Such inhalations are 
not always as hot as the name 
“steam” would imply. More com- 
monly, so-called steam inhalation is 
merely air saturated with moisture 
and warmed to varying degrees of 
temperature. : 

The virtue of steam inhalation 
lies in that it is a pleasant form of 
treatment, effecting a reduction in 
pain and giving comfort to the in- 
flamed parts of the throat and 
chest. : 

Steam inhalations dilute the mu- 
cus secreted and help to detach it 
from the membranes of the air pas- 
sages. In this way it helps to clear 
the nose, throat and chest. 

Steam inhalations help in the sup- 
pression of cough. The moistened 
air somehow renders the mucous 
membranes less sensitive to irrita- 
tion. When coughing does not help 
to eliminate accumulated secre- 
tions, it wastes the energy of the 
sufferer. | 

Steam inhalations may be either 
simple or medicated. When medi- 
cated they contain a drug which is 
carried with the steam. In the or- 
dinary head cold or chest cold the 
important elements in the steam in- 
halations are the moisture and 
warmth of the air. 

In the administration of steam 
inhalations the hazards of fire and 
scalding should always be borne in 
mind. While the mucous mem- 
branes can stand an extraordinary 
amount of heat, care should be 
taken not to burn the patient. 

In direct inhalations the patient 
should start from a safe distance 
and approach the cone gradually up 
to the point where the temperature 
of the inhalant is as high as he can 
stand it. 

The technique of administering 
steam inhalations is simple. 

All that is required is a source of 
heat and an open water container. 
An electric hot. plate and an ordi- 
nary kettle make an excellent com- 
bination. 

Gas, coal, wood and oil stoves are 
less preferable for such a purpose 
because they tend to consume the 
oxygen in the air of the sickroom. 

Steam inhalations may be taken 
in a concentrated or diluted form. 

In the so-called diluted form, a 
large pan of water is placed upon 
a source of heat of relatively low 
temperature and the atmosphere 
of the room is permitted to become 
saturated with moisture, which the 
patient breathes in. 

This result can be achieved by 
placing a large pan upon an elec- 
tric hot plate, a stove or radiator 


in the room. 
In.the concentrated form, steam | 


inhalations may be taken in a va- 
riety of ways. 

A cone may be made from a sheet 
of paper, the narrow end inserted 
into the spout of the kettle and the 
large end held close to the mouth. 
In this way inhalations lasting a 
few minutes may be taken, the in- 
dication for such short treatments 
being a sense of stuffiness in the 
head or a spasm of coughing or 
irritation. 


For more prolonged treatment, 
the steam tent is preferable. This 
form of treatment is particularly 
useful with small children who are 
disturbed by the steam and can- 
not be made to co-operate in the 
treatment given them. 


In the case of a child in a crib, 
a steam tent can be made by throw- 
ing a sheet over the bed and al- 
lowing the steam to enter within 
the enclosed space. 


If the child is in bed rather than 
in a crib with elevated sides, a 
steam tent can be made by placing 
an open umbrella in the bed. This 
then is covered with a large sheet 
and the steam is conducted into 
the enclosed space. 


Artificial Respiration 


N the Schafer or prone pressure 

method for artificial respiration 

the unconscious individual is 
placed prone on his face with the 
head turned to one side and one of 
the arms folded to make a cush- 
ion for the head. 


The operator straddles the suffo- 
cated individual at about the re- 
gion of the knees and with the 
arms held stiffly, he places his 
plams on the lower end of the pa- 
tient’s chest. 

By means of a rocking motion 
the operator brings the weight of 
his own body to bear down on the 


drowning, 


asphyxiated person’s chest, so that 
it becomes compressed. 

He maintains this position awhile 
and then relaxes, repeating the pro- 
cedure in a rhythmic manner, so as 
to complete from 12 to 14 cycles per 
minutes. 

This method is particularly effec- 
tive in applying artificial respira- 
tion in cases of asphyxiation due to 
electric shock, anes- 
thetics, drugs. 

In some instances artificial res- 
piration must be kept up for as 
long as two hours. This imposes 
a heavy task upon the operator. 

To overcome this difficulty the 
rocking method has been developed. 


In this procedure, the unconscious 


individual is placed upon a frame 
constructed like a seesaw, and held 
face down to the rocking frame by 
a series of straps. In this position 
he is rocked forward and backward 
at the rate of 12 to 14 rockings per 
minute. 

As the individual is placed head 
down, the weight of his abdominal 
organs causes the diaphragm to 
rise and the lungs become com- 
pressed, forcing the air out. When 
the individual is placed feet down, 
the abdominal organs sink down, 
the diaphragm contracts, and air 
is drawn into the lungs. In this 
way the lungs are ventilated, the 
effect being similar to _ that 
achieved by the Schaefer method. 
This procedure has the advantage 
of being simple to administer; it 
calls for no special skill and may 


be applied for hours without ex- 


hausting the operator.
